And therefore, as Orpheus aptly na- 
med Harmony the Life of Mufick , fo 
Plato not improperly ftyled Order and 
Government the Life of the Uxiverfe : 
For Government, tanquam Anima,even 
as 4 Soul,; Animates all parts of the 
World with a Political Life, and cau- 
{es every Individual to anfwer the end 
of its Exiftency, which is the Confer- 
vation of the Whole, although it be 
with the lofs of its own particular, 
natural Life: For, in this Cafe, the 
Publick Good is ever to be preferred, 
before a Private.

The Romans were from the Beginning 
governed by Aizgs, untill the Pride 
and Ambition of fome Rapular-Repub- 
licans raifed a direfull and bloudy Se- 
dition, and Rebellioufly and Tumul- 
tuoufly Depofed their Azzgs,and by 
Fraud and Violence expelling Monar- 
chy, they introduced Democracy, Od: 
garchy, and fometimes Ariffocracy. 

But it fo fell oat, that when they 
had unhinged the Primitive, Monar- 
chical Government, They, like the’ Re- 
bellious Greczans, were never fatisfied :

own appointment >?) And what? wilt

Surely! Reafon teaches theé this 
Lefion, That if thou mayft not cen- 
jure nor condemn an Earthly Prince, 
who poflibly may hate Right; much 
lefs mayft thou cenfure and‘ condemn 
the moft juft One, even God who cin 
never doe any unrighteous thing.

In which Anfwer, our, Blefled Sa 
viour aflerts two Great Tarhs. 

1, That be himfelf was truly and 
indeed a Xing, as Pilate had faid. 

2. That Ale was King by Primoge- 
niture and Birth-Right , for, unto this 
end, to wit, That he might be a Xixg, 
and might declare to all the World, the 
fame 7ruth, Was He Born.

So that, this Law of Inheritance by 
Primogeniture is not onely a pofitive 
and judicial Law, made by God, bind- 
ing the people of the Fews ; but it is 
alfo a Moral Z£aw founded on Natural 
Reafon: And therefore, is for ever O4- 
ligatory, and at all times, Binds all 
Nations to obferve and keep it.

Them by. the fame Law, the Right 
of Ieheritance and ‘of Succeffon unto 
the Crown, is for ever fetled upon the 
Firft-born of Kings.

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tural Reafon dictated this to be the 
Firft-born’s Right. 

And whenever (as fometimes) it 
did happen that’ fome afpiring Dome- 
ftick or Foreigner did attempt to put 
éy the Right Heir from fucceeding 
his Father, that then, War was im- 
mediately Commenced to defend the 
Firft-born's jutt Title to the Crowz. 

And ‘it is to be noted, | 

That although oft-times God did ufe 
his own Prerogative, and did, among 
the Fews, fet up and pull down Kings, 
at his pleafure, which no Creature;

But, however, if the Head will not 
doe his Duty, and Govern well, yer, 
the. /uferiour Members may not take 


_ up Arms and Rebell, and, in their zeal 


for Reformation, cut off the Head, as 
a Delinguent : But in fuch a cafe,”

And this, by the way, is worthy 
every Man’s obfervation, /¢z/. :

Chrift's Advent ever had, or can have 
in the days of the Go/pel.

of executing God’s Decree and Ven- 
geance, to raife War, make Sedition, 
to Depofe and Xf their Lawfull 
Prince.
